«THE TRUTH 
ABOUT THE 
BLACK MIDDLE 
CLA SS”

Ver non E. Jordan Jr, , execu- 
tiue directer of the National 
Urban League t in the following 
article reprinted from last week*s 
Newsweek, exposé the myth of 
the alieged vast Black middle 
class that has recently been 
played up in many establishment 
magazines and on TV. We 
applaud Mr , Jordan 's integrity 
and courage. 

Recent reports of the existence 
of a vast Black middle class 
remincl me óf daring explorers 
emerging from the bidden dep tbs 
of a strange, newly disco ver ed 
world hearing tales of au exotic 
new p henome non. The media 
seem to have discovered, finally, 
Black families that are intact, 
Black men who are working, 
Black housewives tending back- 
yard gardena and Black young- 
sters who aren't sniffmg coke or 
mugging old ladies. 

And out of this 1 L discovery T " a 
new Black stereotype is begin- 
ning to emerge. Immaculately 
dressed, cocktail in hand, the new 
Black stereotype com.es off as a 
sleek, sophisticated professional 
light-years away from the ghetto 
experience As I turn the pages of 
glossy photos of these idealized, 

fortunate few. I get the feeling 
this new Black image is aU too 
comforting to Americans weary of 
the struggle against poverty and 
racism . 

But this stereotype is no more 
real than was the old image of the 
angry. fire-breathing militant. 
And it may be just as damaging to 
Black people, for whom equal 
opportunity is still a theory and 
for whom a national effort to 
bring about a more equitable 
distribution of the fruits of an 
affluent society is still a neces- 
sity, After all, who can argue the 
need for welfare reform, for 
guarantoed jobs, for integrated 
schools and better tiousing, when 
the supposed beneficiaries are 
looking out at us from the pages 
of national magazines, smiiing at 
the camera between sips from 
their Martinis?

Talamanlez, who was placed in 
the AC four and one-half years 
ago on charges Tor which he was 
later found innocent, said he 
pleaded with a gusrd and had his 
sister and some friends write 
Warden Louis Nelson in en un- 
suCCCSSfu) attempt not to have his 
hands and lega chained when he 
saw his seven-year-old son for the 
first time. 

TalumEmtez told the court that 
his son, bom shortly after he first 
went to prison in 1965 and naw 
eight. Es the one thing in Jife that 
holds meaning For him. " When 1 
get out of prison I miglu not be 
able to make a go of it no more/' 
Talamantez said. ‘"Rut my son 
wili represent me in society, He 
is the only good thing f have 
going for me." 

Brother Luis said that he had 
been putting off the visit until lasL 
year, on his son's seventh 
bïrthday, when friends convinced 
him to overcorne his fears, He 
recountèd the situatiën when he 
saw his son for the first time in 
Juty, 1973: First of all I was 
dressed as a peon in white 
overalls. Thcn I was loadcd down 
with chains over my legs, hands 
and waisl, „My kid is on the other 
aide of the glasa portition. I 
waan t sure I could go through 
with it without breaking down ör 
without having him break down

KING? 

(Atlanta, Ga,) - The U.S, 
Justice Department, after only 
three days “investigation ’ r has 
conduded that no conspiracy was 
involved in the shooling death of 
Mis. Martin Luther King, Sr., 
here last Sunday. The announce- 
ment echos the claim» of Atlanta 
police investigator Ll, B,L, Nie- 
kirk the day foll Dwing the tragedy 
that there w r as no evidente 
suggesting a conspiracy. 

These conclusions are in direct 
contradiction with the o pinion of 
the Rev, Ralph Abernathy, Presi¬ 
dent of the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference (SCLC), 
the only person tb talk with 
23-year-old Marcus Wayne Che¬ 
nault, the accused killer of Mrs. 
King and Ebenezer Baptist 
Church deacon Edward Boykiri 
folio wing his arrest, except his 
lawyer and ‘Taw enforeement" 
officers. 

Mrs, King and Deacon Boykin 
were killed and Mrs. Jimmy 
Mitchell, 63, was wounded when 
Chenault rosé from his seat close 
to the three. whïle the Stinday 
morning congregation bowed in 
prayer to the organ playing of 
"The Lord's Prayer" by Mrs. 
King, shouted: 'Tm tired of this 
heil! l m going to kill every 
motherfucker in hare! " and 
emptied two guns bef ore he was 
wrestled to the groumj by parish- 
oners. 


Emerging from a vi^it with 
Chenauit in his cell on Sun day, a 
few huurs after the shooting, Rev, 
Abernathy said Chenault told him 
that ‘T was on the list, that there 
was a conspiracy to get all the 
civïl righta leaders," 

The Hst referred to by Chenault 
was found in his Cohimbus, Ohio, 
öpartment by police and con- 
tnined the tiames of 10 imtional 
religious and civil rights leaders 
w'ho’, according to police, were 
marked for death. The Rev, 
Martin Luther King, Sr., ac¬ 
cording to Chenault, hended the 
list. 


For unexplained reasons, as of 
thi$ writing. police investigators 
have not made public all the 
names on the List. Reports 
indicate that the list included the 
names of Rev. Abernathy, Rev. 
Eke (the lelevision minister), soul 
singer Aretha Fraoklin, the Rev, 
Jesse Juckson and civil rights 
leader Rev. Hosea Williams, 

The Atlanta Cpnstüution of 
July 3 reports that Atlanta police 
said they had found two "death 
üsLs" that allegedly were com- 
piled by Chenault, The paper 
reports that some of the names 
indicated above were on one of 
the Eists. 

Rev. Abernathy added that 
Chenault told him: "Jf you want 
to live, yoi/d better get that Rev, 
off your name. ” W r ben Rev, 
Abernathy reminded the young 
man that he was in jail and could 
not hurl unyone, ChenauJt’s reply 
(was, "That's all right, There is a 
group that could get you." 

\The New York Times reported 
last Wednesday that the Rev, 
Fred Shuttlesworth, a former aide 
to the late Dr, Martin Luther 
King, Jr., said he had reeeived a 
te lep h one ca 11 about the AtïatvUi 
slayings. The callei . au unidentï- 
fied man, gave him a name and 
address and told Rev Shuttles- 
worth that they be Jonge d to the 
person who had optiored the 
killing of Mrs. King. Kev. Shut¬ 
tles worth said he passotl the 
name and address to the FBI,

STATE COURT REJECTS 
CHARLES BURSEY APPEAL 

jüakland, Cülif,) ^ The State Court of Appeals has refused to 
overturn the convietion of Black Panther Party member Charles 
Bursey, Bursey and a fomrer Black Panther Party member. Warren 
Wells, chadenged the racial composition of the 1968 Alameda 
County Grand Jury which indicted them for alleged involvemeut in 
a West Oakland shnotout. 

The two men appealed on grounds that Alameda County Superior 
Court Judge Alan A. Lindsay erred in rofusing to make the judgüs 
who sdeebed the grand jurors avaikble for examination at a hearing 
on a moLion to quash the indictment. Both coiwtctions w^ere 
reversed, with the trial court directod to^onsider evidence from the 
judges, and a hearing was held. 

The appellate court claimed that the judges had tried to acquaint 
themselves with the Black community, had chosen Blacks and had 
not iinüted their choices to their acquaintances. 
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SEATTLE POLICE ATTEMPT DRUG 
FRAME-UP OF B.P.P. MEMBER 


{Seattle, Wash.) - Seattle police 
officers recently arrested and 
attempted a drug frame-up a- 
gninst Brother Morris White, a 
momber of the Seattle Branch of 
the Black Panther Party, while he 
was collectmg donations for the 
Party's F ree Breakfast Program 
for School Children. 

Police officers E.D, Bisstm and 
W. Morrell arrested Brother 
White on University Way N.E,, 
for allegedly ' H creating a delin¬ 
quent djsturbance,’ 1 Instead of 
issuiiig a ticket on the spot as 
required by law, the policemen 
insLsted that Brother White be 
taken to the police station “so 
that the sergeant can teil you, höw 
to solicït*' 1 

The two foot patrolmen left 
Morris unhandcuffed, and told 
him to get in a police car when it 
arrived to take Lhem to the police 
station. WTien they opened the 
door, Morris gpotted a marijuana 
rigarelte ncar the back of the 
front seat on the Hoor. Morris 
shouted in a loud voice to be 
overheard by onlookers that he 
would nol get in the car untjl the 
marijuana cigarette was re- 
moved, 

The three policemen attempted 
to act surprised, bnt their set-up 
attempt had obviously felled. 

The Seattle Branch of the Black 
Panther Party has filed a com- 
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plaint against the policemen w r ith 
the In te mal Investigations Divi- 
aion of the Seattle Police Depart¬ 
ment conceming this attempted 
entrapment and the increased 
harassment of Party members 
collecLing donations. 

Al] complaints are subject to 
review by the mayor'soffice, tf no 
positive act ion is taken, the Party 
will take other legal and 
political means to force the police 
to discontinue their harassment 
of donation collectors for Free 
Community Survival Programs. □

MURDER OF MAMA KING 
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Further evidente of the exis- 
tence of a conspiracy w r as pro- 
vided by an interview that 
appeared in the Dayton Journal 1 
Heraid by a person who identified 
himself as a close as sociale of 
Chenault, Later idenüfied as 
WalterE. Brooks p Jr,, horevealed 
that he and Chenault were part of 
an organiKation called 1 'The 
Troop," lts avowed purpose, 
Brooks reporledly said. was to kil! 
Black ministers and civil righls 
leadersw r homembersof thegroup 
fett had deceived and Falsely led 
Black people. 

Mr. Brooks also said in the 
interview that Dr. King, Sr., had 
been the original target, and 
added that The Troop” had 
aboul five mombers living in the 
Dayton area and others living in 
Cincinnath Ymingatown and Co- 
lumbus, Ohio. 

Brooks said he was to have 
accümpanied Chenault to * Atlan J 
ta, but that Chenstilt had left 
withouL him. In Atlanla r however, 
flUorney for Chenault, Randy 
Bacote, said Chcnault fo!d him he 
had ’never been a party to any 
group, organixation or foltow- 
ing." 

Lateat press reports suggest 
that Brooks, who held a job as 
janitor at Wright Patterson Air 
Force Base outside Dayton, Ohio, 
has disappeared and is presently 
being hunted in connection with 
the murders in Atlanta, 

Dayton police said on Tuesday 
they were inveatigating a pos si blo 
link between the kiII ing of Mrs. 
King and the "mysterious" 
deaths of two Black ministers in 
Davton in the last ttvo montlis, 
The Rev, William Wright, 56, 
was killed by asniper May 12 and 
the Rev. Eugene C„ Johnson, Jr., 
30 h was shot and killed Jl^ne 3, 
There have been no arrests or 
suspects in the two cases, the 
police said, 

Mean while „ a vicious riot- 
geared andmounted police attack 


against peaceful Black demon- 
strators in the streets af Atlanta 
the week preceeding the shoot- 
ing, has been largely ignored by 
the estai>Hshmenl press, The 
blöody confrontation that News¬ 
week magazine called “a night- 
mare come true,” folio wed the 
earlier police killing of a 17-year- 
old Black youth and the arrest of 
Rev. Hosea Williams and 34 other 
demonslrators protesting against 
the killing. 

The source of tensions in 
Atlanta is White police chief John 
Inman'srefusal to quit his post as 
ordered by Black mayor Maynard 
Jackson. Inman has a long history 
of charges of racism in his 
management of the Atlanta police 
department that include corrup- 
tion, bribety and other illegal 
activity. He refuses to leave his 
post, has demoted police on the 
force that dont support his 
posiüon and has dêficd city sub- 
poenas. 

The confrontatian throatens to 
lear Atlanta apart. It is a sitüation 
in which any provocation could 
ignite mass violence if cool hónds 
and determined minds do nol 
preval!* Was the murder of Mrs, 
Martin Luther King, Sr., such a 
provocfitaon?Ö

JÜIY 10, 1775 

In a move that was re&cinded 
within six months, Horatio 
Gates, George Washington 'i. 
Adjutant General, issued 
genera! order banning Black 
soldiere from the American 
Army, on July 10. 2775. Prior to 
this order, patrio tic Black Min* 
utemen had served with distinc* 
tiön in the jnitid battles at 
Lexington and Concord* had 
participated in the capture of Ft 
Ticonderoga and were hnnored 
following the Baltle of Bunker 
HilL In addition, Crispus At* 
tucks, a Black man, was the first 
colcmia! citizen killed ia the 
Boston Massacre and is generai- 
ly regarded as the first marlyr of 
the American Revolutie». 

JULY 13, 1787 

On July 13 1 1767, the fledg- 
ling Continental Congres 
banrted slavery from the North¬ 
west Territory.

(Baitimore, Md.J - On June 6 T 
1974, four of the Maryland Pen 
Five, Robert Foulks t Clifton 
Wiggins, Robert Austin and 
Black Panther Party member 
Eddie Conway, were givcn seh- 
tences of lft„ 3Ö, 15, and 30 years 
respectively . The case stem.? from 
the stabbing of a guard July 12, 
1973. Although the re were 75 to 
100 prisoners in the area of the 
incident the Five were chosen as 
examples and for retaliation 
because of their orgamzing work 
within the penitent iary. 

The state created a series of 
circumstances in order to dis- 
credit the Five and obtain a 
conviction. Bul this wasn't done 
nntil af ter the Five were tortured 
for hours and subsequently Filed a 
$17 million suit. First, they were 
genteneed to prison isolation by 
the Adjustment Team with sen¬ 
tences ranging from two and a 
half til five years while reeuperat- 
ing from laeeratiöns, broken 
bones and dislocated joints.Then. 
they were sent to the infamous 
Patuxent Mental Institntion for 
so-calkid "defective delin- 
quents." 

From this point on up to the 
end of the trial the state applied 
eoercion, intirmdation, and pro- 
position to other prisoners. lt 
flnaJIy came up with 40 guards 
and ore prisoner as witnesses. 

The prisoner witness, North- 
Heet Stiwyer, was place d on 
protective custody under guard of 
those sa me officers who are 
dofendants in the $17 million suït. 
Sawyer was never in the area

(VacaviUe, Calif.l - Lauded. 
applnuded and described as the 
“original Black Panther/' Bro- 
ther Wesley Robert Wells, 65, 
was released from the California 
Medïcai Facility, VacaviUe, last 
week after spending 47 years 
behind bars in California prisons, 
longer than any other huraan. 

One of his first remarks to the 
gathering of about 50 supporters, 
friends and reporters in front of 
VacaviUe was that he w as set free 
by “the Power of the People, 
which 1 urn deeply grateful for," 
Walkin# with the aid of a cane, 
Brother Wells stopped to speak 
briefly with the group, 

J T arn the same man that 
walked in the prison, wölking 
out," he said spfritedly, "önly 
lm a little older. Now r let me 
qualify that/' he continued. “Fm 
older, more wise and better self- 
controlled. But the spirit, 1 still 
have the spirit, and will have it 
until they put me in the ground. 

"That's what has been keeping 
me in here so long, They want my 
spirit. They couldn't want sny- 
thing eise. They have everything 
else from me, Whot else could 
they want?" 

When asked if he ever thought 
he might really be released, he 
said, “! thought there was a 
chance. A man cannot live 
without hope. And 1 was hop- 
Lng—and Fm still siriving," 


Brother W^ells was flanked by 
his two attorneys and long-time 
friends. Charles R, Garry and Leo 
Branton, Jr. , who have been wdth 
him sinee 1947 nnd 1953 respec¬ 
tively. 

As Brother Wells rode away 
from thé prison in ö silver, 
chauffeur-driven Rolls Koyee.

Brother Wells first went ot 
prison in 1927 for aüegedly 
receiving stolen goods. W r hile 
serving this term in San Quentïn 
Prison, he w r as involved in a fight

Brother Wells was wrongiy con- 
vïeted of manslaughter. After 
serving a 10-year senWnce, he 
remained out of prison for eight 
months during World War II. 

He was imprisoned again in 
1941, this time for the ridiculous 
"crime" of exchanging car bat- 
teries, for which he had been 
incarcerated ever since. His Ufe 
sentence without the possibiiity 
of parole fwhich he received for 
throwingaspittoonata guard who 
was harassing him in 1947) was 
ruled un-Constitutional by the 
California Supreme Court recent- 
ly. This ruling combitied with tho 
mass drive of a number of Orga- 
nizations and people contributed 
to winning his release. 

It was the noted revolutionary 
trial lawyer, Charles Garry, who, 
speaking to reporters outsïde 
VacaviUe Prison, recalled, “I 
always said that Bob Wells was 
the original Black Panther...He 
had that thrust, he had that 
dignity, he had that respect. Nüw 
he is a broken-down man physi- 
cally. but his int-egrity and his 
spirit are still Lherc, 

‘Tf T was to say who was the 
'most interesting man 1 ever met, I 
would say Bob Wells,” continued 
Garry. “Bob Wells, under all 
kinds of stress, never lost his 
image. He was a man who was a 
leader among hu man beings. 
Even when he was about Lo be 
executed in the ga? chamber, he 
was telling the guards, 'youVe 
not following the rules ... 

'His word was his bond, He 
wouldn't He to save his life, and 
that was the history that he had in 
prison — being a man of Lremen- 
dous mtegrity, and tremendous 
honesty . ..

SUPPORTERS JAM

{Mobile, Ala.l - Eleven Black 
inmates of Atmgre and Holman 
Prisons won a Lemporary victory 
June 11, as carbads of supporters 
jammed into the Brewton, Ala- 
barna, courtroom in which the 
brotherswere ontrialon frame-up 
murder charges arising out of 
their prison organmng nctivities. 

Upon learning of the nmss of 
courlroom supporters, the Ala- 
hama attomey general, who had 
decJared he would come to 
Brewton to personally master- 
mind the prosècution, decided 
not to come, and the judge cal led 
off ihe trial until September or 
October. The delay pro vides time 
for building a defense movement 
for the brothers, all mernbers of 
ïnmates for Action (IFA), ac- 
cording to Information provided 
by At more-Holman Brothers Dè- 
fénse Committee. 

According to Ihe information, a

ün the morning of June 11, 
when the first trial was schcduled 
to start, carloads of supporters 
rolled into town, Soon afterwards 
thejurors were given their cheeks 
for jury duty and sent home 
beforc noon without doing “a lick 
of work." 

The brothers' charges resulted 
from a peaceful sitdown strike led 
by IFA at Atmore prison farm, In 
retaliation» after the strike, 
guards _ murdered Brothers 
George Dobbins (Chagina), 
chairman of the IFA at Atmore, 
and Tommy Lee Dotson |Yu- 
keenaK an IFA leader at the 
nearby Holman maximum so- 
curity prison. 

The case of the eleven brothers 
arose out of the strike. 'Their 
crime is this/' said their Defense 
Committee, “they organi^ed the 


IFA and refused to submït weakly 
to the physically brutal and 
mentally poisonous conditions in 
the prisons...“ 

Brewton, site of the trial, is an 
isolated Alabama town and the 
county seat of Escambia, the last 
county in the country to officially 
free its slaves, 

One of the eleven brothers, 
Jnhnny Hards, faces a death 
sentence if found guilty. The 
others face possible life terms. 
They are Amhony Paradise, 
Lincoln Heard, Grover Mc- 
Corvey, Oscar Lee Johnson, 
George Parker, Charles Beasley 
and Johnny Lee Wilson. 

AU the brothers face, the 
possibiJity of being murdered üs a 
result of being on the “death 
Mist." There have been past 
reports of a death list circulated 
throughout Atmore and Holman 
Prisons by guards. IFA leaders 
were named on the death list 
before their murders^n 


HAITIAN 
REFUGEES SEEK 
EMPLOYMENT, 
HOUSING IN 

PHILADELPHIA 

(Philadelphia, Pa.| - Emptoy- 
ment and housing are curremly 
being sought in the Philadelphia 
area for a group of Haitian 
refugees who otherwise will Le 
sent back to their homeland, 
where they face certain death, A 
group of six to 10 HalUans, from a 
refugee camp in Miami, Florida, 
were brought to Philadelphia on 
July I, in an attempt Lo save their 
lives, reports the PhUadeïphia 
Tribune. 

“There are so many refugees 
in Miami that we can't possibly 
Hnd housing and jobs for all of 
thern." explained Richard Mont- 
gomery, coördinator for the Hai¬ 
tian Refugee Information Center 
in Miami, “Whal people should 
keep in mind is that this is 
literally a matter of life and 
death. If we can get housing and 
jobs for Lhem 1 the State Depart¬ 
ment is le sa likely to send them 
back home, where they would 
al most certainly be executed. ” 

There are at present 821 Hai¬ 
tian refugees in Miami, 121 of 
whom are being held in jail for 
“illegal entry. “ The U.S. State 
Department has said they will all 
be sent back to Haili. 

The group left Haiti in aimall 
boats because of the almost 
Mazi-llke oppression there. Al 
least iinother 400 persons, and 
possibly as many as 1,000, have 
drouned in the attempt to get to 
the U.S. 

The Haitian goverrsmeiu, 
whïch rules over five million 
Blacks, is headed by Jean Claude 
Duvalier, who at the age of 19 
was appointed “dictator for bfe” 
by his father. He mainLiins 
control of the people by terroris: 
tactics. Press censorship is abso¬ 
lute, and anyone who expresses 
opposition to his mie is arrested 
by the Army and secret police. 
tortured and often executed with¬ 
out trial* 

The refugees who have come to 
the U.S. feel strongly that if they 
are deported, not only they but 
their families will be w iped out as 
weU. N meteen recent suïcides 118 
in the Bahamas, one in Miami} to 
avoid deportation iUustrate how 
deeply tliese feelings are rooted.

Jasper, Odell Bennett and Jessie 
Lee Evans, are pari of a group of 
six prisoners ca lied the "Leaven¬ 
worth Brothers, 1 AII six men had 
been indided on charges stem¬ 
ming from a revolt which took 
place at the prison on July 31, 
1973. 

At a news conference heid June 
29, at the Kansas City office of 
The Leavenworth Brothers Öf- 
fense/Defense Committée (LBO/ 1 
DC), Arthur Bronson, a spokes* 
man for the group said. "The 
dismissal of these charges is 
furlher proof that the government 
has no case and is fUtempting to 
frame these men/' 

Bronson also sta Led that Judge 
Theis has ordered aU the "Lea- 
venworth Brothers'’ moved to the 
Scdgcwick County Jail in Wichi¬ 
ta, Kansas, in the tiext two 
weeks, "becmise ihe Constitu- 
lional rights of the men were 
being systematically violsted/* 

Earlier, in the aftermath of the 
Eslleged suicide of the oniy White 
Leavenworth Brother, William 
Hurst. the remaining Leaven- 
worlh Brothers and their attor- 
neys had charged the LLS. 
Bureau of Prisons and the Justice 
Department "with directly at- 
Lempting to subvert the hu man 
and legal rights of the Brothers’ 
and demanded to be moved to a 
counlY jail. (See last week's issue 
of THE BLACK PANTHER for 
details on the Hurst caseJ 

Tn a recent preas statement. Ed 
Haase, chairperson of the LBO/ 
DC said, "Ag we are attompting 
to obtain a fair trial for the 
Leavenworth Brothers, thé prison 
officials in conjunction with the 
ILS Department of Justice, are 
altempting to disrupt, dissuade, 
and destroy our efforts. 

"Guards have threatened the 
lives of the Brothers. Tliey have 
been told their food has been 
poisoned and have found raior 
blades in it. The Brothers are 
more eoncemed with what is 
happening to them now than what 
can happen to them in court/ L

10,000 RALLY AGAINST RACIST

RAltlGR, NORTH CAROLINA, DEMONSTRATORS PROTEST IN MEMORY OF 
MRS. MARTIN l. RING, SR. 


(Raleigh, N.C.: Ten thousand 
de monstrators from all over the 
country rallied here July 4, 
demanding an end to racism and 
politica! repression, partjcularly 
in North Carolina, labeled by 
protectors as the ' most repres- 
sive state in the nation," 

The protest march and rally, 
dedicated to the mernory of Mrs. 
Martin Lulher King, Sr., was 


organi^ed by the National Alli- 
ance Against Racism and Political 
Repression, The predominantly 
Black ma ss of protestors 
swarmed into Raleigh from sever- 
al States for the lightly organized 
demonstration. 

The march erg, who included 
Blacks, Puerto Ricans, Native

(Sunnyvale, CallfJ - A short 
stop to gel directiona at a gas 
station here turned into a 15 
minute encounter with terror and 
police madness for ftve Son of 
Man Temple Sickle Cell Anemia 
voiünteers last week. 

The five—Brotherg Allen Lew- 
is, Dona ld Cunningham, and 
Amar Casey and Sisters Luik 
Hudson and Tommye Williams — 
were on their way down the 
peninsuk having volunteered 
their time lo collect donations for 
the Son of Man Temple ! s SïckJe 
Cd3 Anemia research, testing 
and counseling programs, eon- 
ducted at the People's Pree 
Medical Research Health Clinic 
in Rerkeley. 

When they got lo the corner of 
Hnmcatead and Holenbaeh 
Streets, Lhey stopped at a gas 
station to gel directions and 
Brother Allen Lewis got out of the 


car. Thé next thihg Sister Lui la 
Hudson knew, Brother Allen was 
stretched out over the front of a 
Sunnyvde police car with a 9mm 
pistol being held to his head. The 
car was surrounded hy policeinen 
as welf, guns drawn and triggers 
cocked. 

8 POLICE CASS 

In alL seven Sunnyvale police 
cans and one from the Santa Clara 
County Sheriffs Department, to- 
taling 15 poiieemen or more, 
ha ras se d and intimidated the five 
volunteers. They openly bran- 
dkhed ,45s, 9mms, shotguns, 
.44 magnums and othér weapon- 
ry. 

One by one, the remaining four 
persons were romoved from the 
' car,- and the car was searched.

modification techniques. 

The demonstration began with 
a rally al Raleigh's Memorial 
Auditorium where speakers in- 
cludetl représentatives of the 
American lndian Movement, the 
Puerto Rican liberation move¬ 
ment, Lhe progreasive White 
movement, and Clarenee Light- 
Tier, the newly elected Black 
mayor of Raleigh. 

Larry Little, coördinator of the 
Winston-Salem. North Carolina, 
Chapter of the Black Panther 
Party, deliveréd a welcoming 
address in behalf of the people of 
North Carolina. Brother Little 
described the might and power 
displayed by the masses at the 
rally as "the true bastion of 
irön. 1 With fierce emotlon he 
spokc of the ilune. 1972, death of 
Black Panther Party member 
Joseph Waddell, killed at Central 
prison in Raleigh by authorities 
who later claimed the strong, 
21-year-old had died of a heart 
attack. 

While complimenting the en- 
thusöistie crowd for its steadfast 
attendance despile the heavy 
summer heat, Little warned that 
their rallying would be in vain "if 
we go back to our communities 
and do nothing, 

'Allhoügh we undorstand that 
FJorth Carolina is iho capita! of 
racism and political repression, ’ 
he said, "we must understand 
the interconnection of our work 
and the struggles of all oppressed 
people Brother Little then 
issued a call for unity of al! 
organi^ations and s&gments of 
the oppressed community T a unity 
overcoming racial differences and 
ideological contradictions. 

The protestors then marched in 
broad, 10-man ranks down Fay~ 
etteville Street, shoutirtg. "KKK, 
gel out of the w f av!ï' in response

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cluding Clyde Bellecourt of the 
American Indian Movement, then 
entertainment and a hearty pie¬ 
rde. 

Protest organïzers said that the 
rally wou ld relight the fires of the 
196Qs' CÏVil Rïghts Movement. 
They expressed the goal of using 
the demonstration to organize a 
new populnr front of the poJitical 
left, the primary objective of the 


Alliance. The massive turnout 
last week is a good start. 

However, many massive derm 
onstrations have been held and 
accomplished little more than 
temporarily frightening the lócal 
power structure.

iSioux Falls, S.D A - The 
feU-White jury in the trial of three 
American lndian Movement 
(ATM) members on charges 
stemming from demon strations in 
Custer, South Dakota, retumed a 
verdict of guilty after 14 hours of 
deliberatioh on June 20, 

This was the fïrst of several 
trials coming out of the Custer 
protests, In Fehruary T 1973, 
ilndians demonstrated after Wes- 
ley Bad Haart Buil was killed by a 
White man. The man was then 
charged only with second degree 
manslaughter ïnstead of first 
degree murder, 

According to Information from 
Liberation News Service „ the 
three defendants, Hobert High 
Eagle, Kenneth Dahl and Sar ah 
Bad Heart Buil, were charged 
with arson where riet was com- 
mittéd. Sarah Bad Heart Buil, 
is Wesley’s mother. The trial of 
16 olhers charged in the Custer 
protests wil] begin soon in 
Lincoln. Nebraska. 

POIJCE attack 

The first Custer trial began in 
mid- April. On April 30, during 
the jury select ion process. Judge 
Joseph Bottum ordered 25 4ac- 
tical police with riot equipment to 
clear the courtroom after defen- 
dants and spectators —14 lndian 
men — refused to rise when he 
entered the courtroom. The police 
iocked the doors and attacked 
with clubs and mace, injuring at 
least three people so badly that 
they had to be hospïtalüsed, 

A crowd of angry supporters 
gathered outside the Minihaha 
courthouse during the police 
attack and were eventually dis- 
persed with tear gas. Thirteen 
have already been arrested in 
cnnnection with the incident. The 
preliminary hearing on riot 
charges will take place June 24. 

The trial resumed May 14 in a 
smaJJ, makeshift courtroom three 
miles outside of town in thé Sioux 
Falls Civil Defense Building. 
Spectators olher than the im- 
mediate families of the defen- 
dants and press were not allowed 
in. uniformed police were 
statiüned around Lhe building and 
marshals guarded ad doors 
inside. 

As the defendants and specta¬ 
tors filed out of the courtroom 
after the verdict, the government 
arrested Hobert High Eagle, 
charging him with riotïng in the 
pretests outside the Minihaha 
courthouse on April 30. He was 
released on a 32,000 bond.

The convictïon of Sarah Bad 
Heart Buil. Hobert High Eagle 
and Kenneth Dahl were the first 
the government has managed to 
obtain in its prosecution of lndian 
activists for the events at Custer 
and Wounded Knee. Three wo- 
men were acquitted on May 28 for 
lach of cvidence against them, On 
February 11. the government 
dropped charges against four 
people charged with burglary and 
larceny of the Wounded Knee 
trading post, and in another case, 
Judge Urbom granted a defense 
mot ion to suppress iJlegally ob- 
tained evidence against two other 
Native Americans. 

Defense at tor neys intend to file 
for a new trial at the sentencing 
Juiy 22. They will appeal the 
verdict against the three on the 
grounds that errors were com- 
mitted by Judge Bottum during 
the trial which could force a 
renfcTsal of the verdict. □ 


16 YEAR-0LD CHINESE

murder of James Fang, a wailér 
at the Twin Dragon Restaurant. 
On that date two youths allegedly 
entered the restaurant with a gün 
and took 3150 from the cash 
register, fan apparently mistook 
the gun for a toy and chased the 
robbers. He was subsequenüy 
shot and killed outside the 
restaurant. 

Wong and B. Lin were charged 
with the robbery and murder, but 
Lin was later released. Wong was 
convicted on three counts of 
robbery and murder.

ON SUPPORT OF I 
CHILDREN’S ‘TV SERIES 

(Washington, D.C.) - Continued federal government support of a 
new Spanish-Eriglish children’s television program, produced in 
OakJand, California, has been colled for by U.S. Rep. Ronald V. 
Dellums. 

The California congressman, in a letter to Secretary of Health, 
Education and Welfare (HEWj Gaspar B. Weinberger, doscribed 
the program, called Villa Alegre , as a "mdestone in bihngual 
chi ld ren’s programming'’ and aaked HEW r to give it full support. 

Villa Alegre will premiere this fall on public teleVision, induding 
rtörthem California stations, and will air on commercial channels in 
areas not served by public Lelevision. The series is produced by 
Büingual ChÜdren’s Television, Ine., of Oakland. 

Dr, ftene Cardenas, director of the series, was in Washington 
recently to present the program to members of Congress. He said 
the series is aimed at children from ages four to eight and is 
designed to benefit the Spanish-speaking child by showing him his 
language and culture in a positive vein and the non-Spanish-speak- 
ing child by exposing him to a language and culture different from 
his own. 

The program s first 65 presentations will cost 35 million to 
produce according to Dr. Cardenas. The U.S. Office of Education 
has provided a $3,5 million grant and the Ford Foundation and the 
Exxon USA Foundation made up the balance. Cardenas said his 
organization has asked for another $3.5 Tuillion grant to continue, 

"This series is a tremendous achievement ( ,r Dellums said. 
"Everyone I have talked to agrees — induding teachers and 
broadcasters who have seen samples of the program,' p He urged the 
full support of HEW and Weinberger in refunding Villa Aiegre.

Most people in the Chinese and 
Asian communities believe 
W r ong s trial and sentencing was 
prejudicial and extremely harsh. 

It is customary for persons less 
than 18-years-old to be sentenced 
to the eustody of the California 
Youth Authority, The judge in 
Wong’s case tried to justify Lhe 
youth’s harsh sentence by saying 
that there was "the possibility 
I that)... Wong might influence 
and infest other pliable young- 
sters in the eustody of the Youth 
Authority. 1 1 The ridiculousness of 
the judge’s ruling is that Chi Ko 
will suffer far more by going to 
prison with adult men where 
oppressive conditions, forced 
homosexuality and hu man isola- 
Lion will undoubtedly tüke their 
Loil on the young boy. 

Coneerned members of the 
Chinese community and several 
Asian organizatïons and indivi- 
duals held a press conference on 
May 17, charging that racism was 
prevalent ihroughout Chi Ko's 
trial and in the aftermath of the 
sentencing. California Attorney 
General Eveile Younger issued a 
vicious report on the Chinese 
community's alleged associatton 
with Lhe "Chinese MafLa," which 
served to inflame Wong’s case 
and arouse feeliug against the 
Chinese community. 

Meanwhile, the people now 
working on Chi Ko Wong’s 
defense have mdkated that Bim- 
sy evidence and contradictory 
statements made by both the 
prosecuimg and defense witnes- 
ses döminated the trial. Four 
defense witnesses, induding an 
owner and w ai ter of a downtown 
Chinese restaurant, tesiified that 
Chi Ko was eoiing dimver at Iheir 
restaurant at the samo Liine the 
murder allegedly tkeeured.

The 'new" Black middle class 
has been seen recently in prime 
time on a CBS News documen- 
tary; it hm adorned the cover of 
The New York Times Magazine 
and it has been the subject of a 
7Ymc cover story. Bul its mueh 
ballyhooed emergence is more 
representative of wishful thinking 
than of reality. And important as 
it is for the dedication and hard 
work of countless Black families 
finally to receive recognition, the 
image being pushed so hard may 
be counterproductive in the long 
run. 

The fact is that the Black 
middle elass of 1974* like that of 
earlier years, is a mirtority within 
the Black community. In 1974, as 
in 1964, 1954 and in the decades 
stretching info the distanl past, 
the social and economie reality of 
the majority of Black people has 
been poverty and marginal status 
in the wings of our society. 

The Black middle class tradi- 
tionally inciuded a handful of 
professionals and a far larger 
number of working people who k 
had they been White, wou ld be 
solidly "working class, M The 
inclusion of Pullman porLers, 
post-office clerks and other lypj- 
cal members of the nld Black 
middle class was due loss to their 
incomes—which were well below 
those of Whites—than to their 
relative immumlv from the haz¬ 
ards of marginal employment that 
dogged most Blacks, They were 

'middle class" relative to otber 
Black people, nol to the society at 
largo. 

DespUe all the publicity, des- 
pïte all the photos of yacht-ctub 
cocktail parties, that is where the 
so-colled Black middle class 
stands today, The CBS broadcast 
inciuded a handyman and a postal 
worker. Had they been White 
they wou ld be considered work¬ 
ing class, but since they were 
Black and defied media-fostered 
stereotypes, they were given the 
middle-class label. 

Well, is it true that the Black 
community is edging into the 
middle class? Let's look at 
income, the handiest guide and 
certainiy the most gene rally 
agreed-upon measurement. What 
income level amounts to middle- 
class status? Median family in- 
come ia of ten used, since that 
places a family at the exact 
midpoint in our society, In 1972 
the Til ftd if" family income of 
White's ammmted to $11 but 
Black median family income was 
ü mere 50,864, 

That won't work. Let’s use 
an other guide. The Bureau of 
Ubor Statistica says it takes an 
urban family of four $ 12,600 to 

mainlain an "intermediate hv- 


ing Standard. Using that mea- 
sure, the average Black family 
not only is not middle class, but it 
eams far bss than the 'Tower, 
non-poverty" level of 38,200. 
Four out of five Black families 
eam less than the "intermedi- 
ate" Standard, 

What pbout collar color? Occu- 
pational staLua is often consid- 
éred a guide to middle-class 
status, and this is an area in 
which Black hove made tremen- 
dousgains, break ing into occupa- 
tions unheard of for non-Whites 
only a decade ago, When you look 
at the official occupation charts, 
there is a doublé space to 
separate higher-status from low- 
er-statüs jobs such as Laborer» 
opera Live and service worker. 
That gap is more than a typogra- 
phical devke It is an indicator of 
racial separalion as well, for the 
majority of working Whites hold 
jobs above that line, while the 
majority of Blacks are still 
confmed to the low r -pay, low-sta- 
fus jobs below it. At the top of the 
job pinnacle, In the elite catego- 
ries of the professlons and 
business, the disparity is most 
glaring, witb one out of four 
Whites in such middle-class jobs 
in contrast m every tenth Black 
worker, 

Yes, there are Black doctors, 
dentists and lawyers, but let no

cme be fooled into thinking they 
are Lypïcal — these professions 
inciude only two per cent Blacks. 
Yes, there are Black families that 
are stable, who work, often at 
more than one job, and who own 
cars and homes. And yes, they 
are representative of the niasses 
of Black penple who work the 
longest hours at the hardest jobs 
for the least pay in order to put 
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somc meat on the table and 
clpthes on their backs. This 
should be emphasized in every 
way possible in order to remind 
this forgetting nation that there is 
a dimension óf Black reality that 
has never been given its due, 
But this should not blind us to 
the realLtatinn ihat even wilh 
such superhuman efforts, the 
vast majority of Blacks are still far 
from middle-class status. Let us 
not forget that the gains won are 
tenuous ones, easily shaken from 
our grasp by an energy crisis, s 
recesston, rampant in flat ion er 
nonenforcement of hard- won cïv- 
il rights iaws. 

And never let us fall vicLim to 
the tllusion that the limited gains 
so bitterly wrenched from an 
unwiliing nation have materiaUy 
changed the conditions of life for 
the overwhelming majority nf 
Black people—conditions stil! ty- 
pified by dberimination, econom¬ 
ie insecurity and genera! living 
conditions inferior to those en- 
joyed by the majority of our 
White fellow citizens.D

Ho wever t in this excerpt Huey 
mahes the statement, "We [Me 
Perrfyj will never run for political 
office ..., " a comment seemingiy 
contradicted two years later when 
Bobby Seate and Elaine Brown 
ran for the electoral positions of 
May or and City Councüwomttn in 
Oakland. What could nat be 
[arseen in the Spring of 1971 [Me 
essay first appeared in the April 
17, 1971, issue of THE BLACK 
PANTHER] occured as an historie 
pe&ple's victvry in 1973. 

I had asked Eldndge Cleaver to 
join the Party a nuinher of times. 
But he did not join until after the 
confrontation with the police In 
front of the office of Kamparts 
magazine, where the police we re 
afraid to go for their gons. 
Without m y knowledge h he took 
this as the Revolution and Me 
Party. But in our hasic program it 
was not until Point 7 that we 
mentioned the gun, and this was 
mtenliönal. We were trying lo 
build a political vehicle through 
which the people could express 
their revolutionary desires, We 
recognized that no party or orga^ 
nization can make the revolution, 
only the people ean. A1I we could 
do was act as o guide to the 
people. Because revolution is a 
process, and because the process 
moves in a dialectical manner. At 
one point one thing might be 
proper, but the sa me action could 
be improper at another poïnL We 
always emphasized a concrete 
analysis of concrete conditiën s, 
and then an appropriate response 
to these conditions as o way of 
mobiü^ing the people and leading 
them to hïgher levels of con- 
sciousness. 

People constantly thought that 
we were security guards and 
cnmmunity police or something 
like this. This is wby we dropped 
the term p, Self Defense k from our 
name and dürected the attention

of the peoplie to the fact that the 
only way they would get s al vat ion 
is through their control of the 
institutions which serve the corni- 
munity, This would require that 
they organize a political vehicle 
which would keep their support 
and endorsement through its 
survival programs of service. 
They would look to it for answers 
and guidance, ït would not be an 
organization which runs candi- 
dates for political office, but it 
would serve as a watchman over 
the administrators whom the 
people have placed in office, 

OPPRESSIVE CONDITIONS 

Because the Black Panther 
„■ Party grows out of the conditions 
and needs of oppressed people, 
we are interes led in everything 
the people are interested in T even 
though we may not see these 
particular concerns as the final 
answers to our problems, We will 
never run for political office, but 
we will endorse and support those 
candidat^s whü are acting in the 
true intorests of the people. We 
may even pro vide campagn werk¬ 
ers for them and do voter regas- 
tration and basic precinct work. 
This would not be out of a cöm- 
mitment to electoral politics, 
however. It would be Oür way of 
bringing the will of the people to 
bear on sltuations in which they 
are interested. We will also hold 
such candidates responsible to 
the community no matter how far 
removed their offices may be 
frnm the community. So w r e lead 
th(^ people by following their 
interests, with a view toward 
raising their consciousness to see 
beyond particular goals. 

When Eldndge join ed the Party 
it was after the police confron- 


t at ton, which lefthim fixated with 
the "eïther-or*' attitude. Thb 
was that eilher the community 
picked up the gun with the Party 
or else they were cowards and 
there was no place for them. He 
did not realize that if the people 
did not relate to the Party, then 
there was no way that the Black 
Panther Party could make any 
revolution, because the record 
shows that the people are the 
makers of the revolution and of 
world history, 

PERSONAL FKUBLLMS 

Sometimes there are those who 
express personal problems in 
political terms, and if they are 
eloquent, then these personal 
problems can sound very politi¬ 
ca!. We chejge Eldridge Cïeaver 
with this, Much of it is probably 
beyond his control, because it is 
so personal. But we <üd not know 
that when he jouied the Party, he 
was doing so only because of that 
act in front of Kamparts, We 
weren't trying to prove anythïng 
to ourselves, alJ we were trying to 
do, at that particular point, was 
defend Betty Shabazz, But we 
were praised by the people. 

Under the influen.ee of Eldrldge 
Cleaver the Party gave the 
community no alternative for 
deating with us, except by picking 
up the gun, This move was 
reactionary simply because the 
community was not at that point. 
Instead of being a cultural cult 
group. w r e became, by that act, a 
revolutionary cult group. But this 
is a basit contradiction, because 
revolution is a process, and if the 
acts youcommit do not fall within 
the scope of the proces? ihen they 
are nonrevolutionary,

This sympathy for the tyrannical 
party is quite naturub Wc are now the great 
world power that England was in 1776 and it is 
die destiny of greut world pnwers to 
collaborate in the oppression of the unruly. 

And so we give our sympathy and our moncy 
to dictators in Greece, Chile, Saigon, Spain and 
A doKon La tin States with genera lis shn os 
willing to maintain gun rule while freighting 
boodlc to Swiss banks. 

TJIi: MONAROIY OF STRONG PRESIDENTS 

At home, we yearn for the monarchy of 
strong Presidents and tolerate the incumbent's 
claim Lo privileges which King Gcorge himself 
wou ld have been retuctnnt to assert.

Nixon’s inaiatence that he is the bw, most of us

CONDUCTS CIVILIZED, 
BLOODLESS COUP 

WESTERN "EXPERTS” BAFFIED 


U.N. COMMISSION 
CONFIRMS '1ANY 
HUNDREDS” 
MASSACRED IN 
MOZAMBIQUE 

(United Natkrns, N.Y.) 
"Many hundreds" of unarmed 
yillagers were killed in Mozambi¬ 
que by Portuguese troop s is the 
conclusion reached by the five 
momber United Nations com- 
mission established last fall to 
mvestigate reports of massages 
in, Mozambique. 

Thie conclusion was reached on 
the basis of testimony by a total of 
69 pcople in Europe and 
Tanzania,, thé commission chair- 
man, Shailenrïra Kumar Upad- 
hyay of Nepal, said in a press 
conference here last week. The 
Portuguese govemmenl refused 
Ui cooperate with the commission 
and therefore it was unable to 
vteit Mozambique itself, 

Mr. Upadhyay said the com¬ 
mission had been told that the 
most recent mass slaying oc- 
curred near Inh&minga ïn central 
Mozambique in Match, A Dulch 
missionary in the Mozambique 
Capital of Lourenco Marqués, 
Father Andre van Zom, Uild Lhe 
French Press Agency on May 28 
that he had a list of 120 persons 
massacred Ln Inham inga. 

Four journaliste —a South Afri- 
can. two Dutchmen and a British 
newsrcel cameraman — were pre- 
vented by Portuguese authorities 
in Mozambique from entering the 
area of In ham inga in the end of 
May, according to the South 
African Rand Daily Mail. The 
tour were told by an Army colonei 
lhat they would in the future need 
permïts to enter the [nhaminga 
area. 

The U.N. commission, con- 
sisting of Mr. Upadhyay, Mr, 
Heinz-I heter Winler of the Oer¬ 
man Démocratie Republic, Mr. 
Roberto Martmez Ordonez of 
Honduras, Mr. Blaise Rabetafïka 
of Madagascar and Mr, Atle 
Graei-Nausen of Norway, was 
formeel last fall after reports of 
m roei lies in Mozambique were 
filtered out of Mozambique by 
missionary priests. 

The mvestigators spenl three 
weeks in Europe. mainly inter- 
viewing missionaries in Spain, 
Italy and Britain who had served 
in Mozambique before being 
compelled to leave. Mr. Upad¬ 
hyay saïd the missionaries had 
talked with aurvivors of the 
maasBCrea.

The commission als o spent two 
weeks in Tanzania taklng testi¬ 
mony from spokesmen for the 
Front for the Liberation of 
Mozambique (FRELIMÖ} and 
witnesses who told of having seen 
the killings, many of them 
children. The commission chair- 
man crilicized the new Portu¬ 
guese government for not co- 
operating wiih the inquiry and 
nol permittïng the commission Eo 
enter Mozambique or to interview 
military aulhorities. 

The reported Inhaminga moss- 
acre, which occurred fust a month 
before lhe overlhrow of the 
fascist regime of Marcello Cae- 
tano in Portugal, was conducted, 
according to reports, in an 
at tempt to crush the Mozambique 
liberation move ment. 

Among the massacres investi- 
gated by lhe commission was tbc 
ono lhat occurred in the village of 
Wiriyamu m the Tete provinco of 
Mozambique in December, 1972, 
Aeeording to the reports of 
missionaries H Portuguese troop» 
murdered more than 400 African 
villagors, includïng wennen, 
children and old persons, because 
the village was thought to be 
sympnthetic to the FHELIMO 
|j her at ion guerrillas. 1 


(Addis Ababa, Ethiopia|i - In 
what has undoubtedly been the 
most civilized, bloodiess and 
orderly military coup d'etat in 
modem history, Lhe armed servi¬ 
ces of Ethiopia have effcctively 
Laken over control of this foudal, 
poverly-ririden easL African coun¬ 
try. 

The smooth operation of the 
lower-ranking officers and repre- 
sentatives of lhe enlisted ranks of 
the Ethiopian military has baffled 
Western reporters and 'experts'' 
on Afrfca, eager to mïsrepresent 
al9 progressive African political 
change as violent, immature, 
reckless and potent ialty dange- 
rous for the welfare of Lhe African 
people. 

CTearly aimed at destroyrng 
forever the absolute power of the 
Ethiopian ruling elique of great 
landholders and traditional aris- 
locrats at the eourt of Emperor 
Haïle Selassie, the armed ser¬ 
vices rebelling farces are al the 
sa me time guaranteeing the tra- 
ditional person of the 83-year-old 
Empéror as the historie symbol of 
the centuries-long ruling dynasly 
of Ethiopia, 

Over lhe past two weeks the 
armed services commitiee has 
quielly been rounding up and 
placing under detention a numbur 
of mombers of Ethiopia's ruling 
arislïK’racy. They are charged 
wiih interfering with, delaying 
and attempting to prevent demo¬ 
cratie roforms demanded by the

cautious optlmism for a British

LCU GOSSETT: "DON’T BLAME ACTORS FOR 
BLAXPLOITATION FILMS” 


(Hollywood, Califd - When it 
comes to the flurty of discussion 
surrounding the wave of blaxpbi- 
tation movies of the past five 
years, Actor Lou Gossett, to 
para ph ras e a famous politician, 
wants to make one thing perfectly 
clear: if yoiTre upset aboul these 
flicks. don t blame the Black 
actorsappeering in them.They're 
"just out there tryin' to make a 
living.'' 

Gossett, who co-starred with 
James Garner in the movie, Skin 
Game, and who has appeared in 
several televïskm segments, is 
now currently being seen in 
another movie, The Laughing 
Policeman, which isn't the least 
bit funny and ïs, in fact, a 
hard-hitting story of police work 
in San Francisco, 

SEEDY CHARACTERS 

The Laughing Policeman is by 
nomeans a blaxploitation film. In 
fact, Gossett is the only major 
Black character in the flick and 
his role is comparatively small. 
Bul there has been a veritabld 
flood of Black movies peopled 
with a wide assortrnent of dope 
dealers, pimps, gangsters and 
other seedy characters. And Lou 
has a cautioüs op in ion of them. 

] think these characters defi- 
nitely have an effect on kids,'' the 
actor admits. “ ‘ Aïl you have to do 
is watch the kids who've seen 
these films. The movies are , 
piacing aspirations in the minds 
of these kids; aspirations of their 
becóming super heroes and thus 
escaping the ghetto bag thêyVe 



LOU GOSSETT , the talented

Policeman. 

“Of course, w T hat they don't 
realize is that these characters 
only exist in films, espedally in 
the glorified form in which 
they're pórtrayed. The kids have 
a sfrong desire to grow and be 
more than their environment 
allows, but the goals they've 
gleaned from these movies are 
unattainabie. Instead of wónding 
up as heroes or gangsters, they 
can wind up dead,’’ 

Since (jossett admits that such 
film characterizatïons do, indeed, 
influence the actions and goals of 
young viewers, does he then feel 
that despi te loud protestations to 
the contrary, these actors do owe 
some consideration to their audi- 
ences when they accept roles? 


Does it become too shallow an 
answer for an actor to say simply 
that he "has to eat" and thus 
must accept whatever is offered? 

Gossett thinks not. He feels an 
actor’s first responsibility is to 
work — w her ever and whenever 
possible, h ‘Atthis particular time 
in film history Black actors need 
to work more than anything else, 
Experience is the only way to 
grow. 

'Besides, 1 he continuee, "the 
responsibility for film imagery 
must be extended to the produc¬ 
ers who come up with these 
scripts. They're the ones who 
come up with these blaxploitation 
scripts. The blame can'L be 
placed on Black aetors because 
they have to work —any place and 
any time they can. They have rent 
to pay just like everybody else/'

Consequently; these 
wïtnesses had to be dropped — 
and they were crucial to the 
defense, Nevertheless, it was 
illuatrated that the entire scenario 
was merely another attempt to 
deatroy the MPJSC because of Sta 
work in the penitentiary. But the 
judge was very arrogant and 
obviously biased in hls charge to 
the jury. 

The trial of Thomas Gaither,

Gladiators for the Modern 
Empire, ” Dr. Paul Hoch [see 
story , this page\ continues kis 
look at the spectacular koliday 
weekend bowl games in college 
football, asking the provoeative 
qucstiün, ‘what mak es the big 
game so big." Among his 
anstvers is **spending money. ’* 

The college football big game 
rituai has long been, among other 
things, the key to the cash 
collection. BasicalLy, the idea has 
been that if you couid get the old 
grads to come back for the big 
games, perfume them a bit with 
the fragrance of college Lradition, 
douse them in a few fraternity 
boozes and all that, the building 
fund wil] he sure to boom If some 
of the alumni were organtoed in a 
fraternity or a military unit, ït was 
just that much easier to get them 
to come out tegether. And so 
what if you threw in a little 
patri otièm with the half-time 
show ffor example, in the late 
sixties the usual Air Force jets 
over the stadium and a moment of 
silence for our prisoners in North 
Vietnam). 

College nationalism is just one 
of the socializmg units for Ameri¬ 
can nationalism; for 'American* 
ism," The idea has been that if 
the studente and the old grads 
couid be steered to identify with 


identify with the country and its 
iprüperly whitewashed) tradi- 
lions. 

And vice versa, ïf you couid 
convince the old grads that 
college football. and college 
tradüion gene rally, was Ameri- 
canism, then the college coffers 
were sure te swell. At this point 
the college presidente and alumni 
seemed lo go into partnership 
with the politicians and gen era Is 
in the galleries of the big games, 
all trying to cash in on the big 
specLacles and boost their own 
verston of super-patriotism. 

Th ere is nothing uniquely 
American about all this. The 


Roman Caesars were wcll saware 
of the importante of their attend- 
ance at the big gladiator and 
ülympic games os a Symbol, and 
confirmation, of their power. 
Then too it was quite ciear to the 
decadent Greek monarchy in 1896 
that it woukJ be usefu! to the 
throne to be present lo give out 
the medals at the first modern 
Olympic Games, The Govemor 
General of Canada is always on 
hand to give out the Grey Cup to 
the winner of the annuat Canadi¬ 
an pro football championship. 
Queen Elizabelh, or another 
mernber of the British royal 
family, is present to award the 
trophy to the Wimbledon tennis 
Champion. AdoEph Hitler and his 
leading generals were careful to 
insert themsetves into the center 
of the award ceremonies at the 
1936 Olympics in Berlin. And 
even our own Empoi >v Nixon 
rarely fails to try to ge: into the 
act.
